INJlfrL FLIGHT 


Pacific 
Coast 
Invention 
is 


Cause of Excitenient at 


World's -Fair. - 


St. Louis, 
Mo., 
Oct. 20.^-An 


aeronaut In the airship of X. C. Bald- 
win, of Los Angeles, Cal., caused In- 
tense excitement at the world's fair 
grounds today by suddenly appear- 
ing over the transportation building 
nt a height of about 1,000 feet. 


Tho Baldwin airship Is constructed 


along tho lines of the popular con- 
ception of -a flying machine. 
The 


buoyancy is secured by a large cigar- 
shaped balloon and the car, which IB 
long and narrow, Is ouBpended from, 
tho balloon by many wire ropes. Tho 
motive power is secured by means of 
two large propellers or wings, one on 
each side of the car, run by a com- 
pact motor, located at the stern. 


After being pulled from the aero- 


drome, the bags of ballast wero cut 
loose and the airship 
rose several 


hundred feet into the air. 
At that 


point Aeronaut Kanbenshue started 
the motor and shifting his weight .to- 
ward the- stern, pointed-the bow up- 
ward at a slight angle. The power- 
ful wings boat the air and the air- 
ship rose an appreciable distance be- 
fore Knabenshue again shifted his 
weight, this time trimming the shift 
BO that it rood horizontally.

Episcopal Conference Puts a 


Ban on Marriage of Guil- 


ty Divorcees. 


Boston, 
Mass., 
Oct. 
25.—The 


amendments to tho canon on divorce • 
and marriage adopted by the houso o* 
bishops on Saturday were concurred 
in by the Episcopalian deputies yea-; 
terday, so that the canon is now a 
law of the Episcopal church. 


That section of the canon bearing 


directly on the remarriage of divorced 
persons, which "was amended by the 
bishops Saturday and assented to by 
the deputies and which, becomes ef- 
fective at csi-e, is as follows: 


'*No minister knowingly, after due 


inquiry, shall solemnize tho marriage 
of any person who has been or is the 
husband or wife of any other person 
then living, from, whom he, or ah* 
has been divorced for any cause aris- 
ing after marriage. But this canon . 
shall not be held to apply to the in- 
nocent party in divorce for adultery; 
provided, that "before the application, 
for such remarriage a period of not 
less -than one year shall hav« elapsed 
after the granting 
of such divorce; 


nnd that satisfactory evidence touch- 
ing1 the facts in the case, including a 
copy of the court's decree and record, 
i? practicable, with such proof th*t 
the defendant was personally served 
or appeared in the action, be laid be-* 
fore the ecclesiastical authority, and. 
Bitch ecclesiastical authority, having^ 
taken legal 
advice 
thereon, snail.

grow fat, as by their control of tho 
cost of living they causa tho homos 
of our land to grow loan, but the 
ieople will hardly approve the vocif- 
erous pride which claims that a suc- 
cessful attack upon the merger of 
the stock of certain competing rail- 
roads has rescued thorn from their 
oppressors. 
They will not fail to 


observe that tho huge combinations 
which directly injure them still flour- 
ish, ami they may also recall how 
he consternation among- those im- 
ilicated in such schemes who once 
feared a general pursuit was quieted 
when the soothing assurance reached

our land. 


'With these tendencies and these 


burdens in mind they will nsk the 
party professing its anxiety to re-! 
strain or destroy hurmful combina-1 
tions why a protective tariff policy 
should be considered definitely estab- 
ished which, in addition to its other 
sins, contributes to a situation that 
icrmits a combination or monopoly 
to sell abroad articles of our manu- 
facture at lo^er prices than nre ex- 
acted from our own citizens at home. 


"They will see tho sheer wrong- 


fulness of this condition no clearly 
and they will so firmly believe that 
n this way they nre made to bear 
tariff burdens 
in order that they

favor of foreign consumers, that they 
will not bo satisfied with the Assur- 
ance that the tariff has nothing to 
do with trusts. 


"They \7lll consign saca an ex- 


planation 'to the limbo of negation, 
to take its place, with the outworn 
deception that iha foreign exporter 
pays our tariff taxes, asrf with two 
other sndly woik pretences—one that 


tariff should be reformat-, only 


by its friends nnd tho other that the 
party which believes that a protec- 
tive tariff policy ought to be consid- 


ered as definitely established loves 
reciprocity in trade." 


PHILIPPINES AND PANAMA. 
The former president-only alluded 


to the Philippines, declaring that the 
United States had been engaged In 
the subjugation of a people thousands 
of miles away, and denying lliat "im- 
perialism" and our forcible rule of a 
foreign people have any place among 
,tho purposes of our national life. 


Referring to the Panama 
canal, 


Mr. Cleveland said that the people 
do not undervalue the object gained, 
but that they keenly appreciated the 
importance of our national 
honor. 


Ho said:

"Not even' tho great worth of the 


thing accomplished will close the 
eyes of thoughtful Americans to the 
fact that in reaching the results we 
have exhibited such 
International 


ruthlessness and such selfish inter- 
national immorality 
as have last- 


ingly debilitated our reputation for 
good faith, and established a prece- 
dent which, in time to come, may 
bo invoked to Justify the most start- 
ling and reprehensible abandonment 
of tho high idealn which have mado 
us an example of the best civiliza- 
tion." 


APPEALS TO THE PEOPLE. 


In concluding Mr. Cleveland urged 


the people not to bo misled by "tho 
vainglorious claims" of the republi- 
cans. Ho said: 


"Tho true greatness and glory of 


our natlont 'cannot safely rest upon 
wealth which finds Its way to the 
few at tho expense of tho many, nor 
upon such material success as con- 
taminates the purity or blunts tlio 
potency of patriotism, nor upon ex- 
pansion In disregard of our national 
mission and intent, nor upon achieve- 
ments that put in question our na- 
tional morality. 
Above all, greater 


than all, guarding 
and protecting 


all, and fostering everything that 
American pntrfotigm 
should 
covet, 


aro tho service and devotion to coun- 
try of a sincere people, who believe
